offered their blood as a libation on the altar of 
American independence; that Barry who was 
just y called “The father of tne American 
navy,’’ with thousands of Irishmen in said naval 
service fought, died and conquered in the ca use 
of liberty in that contest, it does not seem so 
strange that we should meet in commemoration 
of the part that the Irishmev of ohe hundred 
years ago contributed towards achieving that 
independence: for merica which were now 
enjoying and which we are here to-night to cel- 
ebrate.
